Sajt Fbanciico, Jfay 23— Tnis afternoon one 
ol the most extensive riots that ever occurred 
among tbe Ohinase in this city took place on 
Sacramsnto street. 'The Oblnese wasbermea 
having formed a protective association,district- 
cd the city and asaignad each waabbouse a 
certain territory and established a scale of 
prices. One clique was said to be very 
troubleioma and has been infringing upon tbe 
territory assigned others. The matter was 
referred to the Grand Council, which mat ui 
the Juis House to-day. Tbe Council decided 
against tbe intruder. Tbe moment the deci- 
sion was rendered fighting was conimencad 
by defendants, and a rush made for the street. 
There were 150 persons in tke room when tho 
fight became general. Shots were exchanged 
between tke Oonnoll Inside and tbs refractory 
members outside. Itisids of ten minutes Bp • 
wards of 3000 Chinamsn bad reaohad the spot 
and in fifteen mlnutss mora nothiag short of 
calling out the military could bavs quelled 
the riot. The Police charged on the crowd 
and delivered a scattering Qre, whoa the riot" 
ers ran in all directions, throwing away tboir 
arms as they went. Their wounded were car- 
ried away by their countrymen. The Police 
captured 16 of the rioters, 18 iron bars and a 
number of knives, short swords, cleavers and 
pistols. The Chinese quarters are boiling 
with ezeitament, but there is no prospect of a 
renewal of the riot.
